ments. If the FCC or ARRL make it any 


easier, CBers, for example, who now

CBers 
are-an OK bunch, but because there is no 
testing, foul-mouthed operators can’t be 
kept out.

Note from Ed: The propagation 
problems currently plaguing the nets is 
expected to continue as Sunspot Cycle 22 
slowly declines for the next year. At 18 
minutes past the hour, WWV announces 
the 10.7 cm solar flux level; now in the 
low 70’s. Although these figures do not 
indicated immediate propagation 
changes, the lower solar radiation has 
affected all HF bands. 

~ Our communication depends on the 
state of the ionized layers encircling the 
earth. The ionosphere bends the radio 
waves we send back to earth beyond our 
groundwave. The important region is the 
F2 layer centered at around 200 miles. 
Depending on how intensely the F2 layer 
is ionized, along with losses in D layer, 
our received signal strength can vary 
greatly. The D layer, up about 50 miles, 
absorbs radio waves during the day like a 
sponge with the greatest effect on 160 
meters, declining as the frequency rises. 

Signals on 80 meters are weak in 
the afternoon, increasing as it becomes 
dark. Due to these effects, 40 meters 
would be the choice if a frequency change 
is necessary. In the evening, 160 meters 
would be usable, however efficient anten- 
nas are not as easily constructed. Most 
nets already use a 40 meter frequency. 73,

Schedule-Update for Call Sign 


Applications 


The Federal Communications Commission form neces- 
- sary for applying for an Amateur Radio vanity call sign—Form 
610-V—will not be available until after May 1. 

Amateurs who call the FCC to request the form before 
then will not have their names recorded and it will be neces- 
sary for them to request the form again, when it is available. 

Applications for amateur vanity call signs will not be 
accepted until after the forms are available, ie, until sometime 
‘after May 1. The FCC will make a public announcement of the 
date of opening of the first “gate” for vanity call sign applica- 
tions. 

Beginning May 1, 1995, FCC Form 610-V may be re- 
quested by calling the FCC Forms Distribution Center at 800- 
418-3636. Or, send an SASE anytime to ARRL-VEC, for a 
form 610-V by return mail as soon as they are available after 

May 1. Write “Form 610-V request” on the outer envelope.

The FCC has denied a petition for 
reconsideration to change the structure 


of Amateur Radio licensing in the US. 
Rolf Jespersen, N3LA, had peti- 


tioned the FCC to establish three classes 


of amateur operator license, a petition the 
Commission denied in April 1994 (RM- 
8391). | 
Jespersen then petitioned for recon- 
sideration, saying that supporters of his 
position did not know when to file sup- 
porting comments and that telegraphy 
“ability,” not necessarily telegraphy “pro- 
ficiency,” should be the criterion for the 
Class of operator license obtained. He also 


said that his suggested new rules would’ 


promote growth in the amateur commu- 
nity and reduce delays in obtaining new 
and upgraded licenses. 

The FCC said that Jespersen’s 
original petition was denied because there 
was insufficient evidence to justify revis- 
iting the issues he raised, and that no

DIGITAL DITHERINGS Joe Burnham, WD4KAV 


As promised, here’s another installment in our continu- 
ing look at PaKet 6.1. Take a glance at last month’s column to 
review how to install and configure PaKet for your system. 

- Once you have the program up and running, the most 
important thing to remember is that help is just a key press 
away (the particular key to press.is the “F1” key) . 

- When you mash this key you will be presented with a 
screen full of options... which can be somewhat overwhelming 
at first. To help you cut through the clutter, here is a quick 
review of some of the more important function key (and “alter- 
nate key” combinations). 

If you are still learning your way around the program, 
and don’t want to go pawing through reams of paper “docs”, 
then press the “alt” and “F1” key at the same time. This will 
bring up the “on-line” documentation. (“on-line” is a fancy 
way of saying “on your screen” documentation). You are now 
looking at the COMPLETE PaKet documentation! EVERY- 
THING you need to know about PaKet is right before your eyes! 

PaKet’s documentation is presented alphabetically, in 
outline form. If you need help with a specific aspect of the pro- 
gram, just move the “down arrow” to go down a line at a time, 
or press the “page down” key to move a full screen down at a 
time. When you find something that you want to read, press 
the down (or up) arrow to get to the topic you want to read, and 
then press “enter” or “return”. One (and usually more) screens 
of information will appear. Use the “PgUp”or’PgDn” key to 
move between screens. 

When you’ve finished reading a particular topic, just hit 
the “escape” key, and you will find yourself back at the original 
“outline list” of commands and functions. To exit the on-line 
documentation, just hit the “Esc” key one more time. 

Let’s look at some of the other more important features 
of the on-line help screen. PaKet will let you look back (or 
“flashback” to screens of data that you’ve already received. To 
see what has gone before, press the “PgUp” key. As you might 
expect, just press “PgDn” to go to the next screen. Pressing 
the “Esc” key will exit the flashback, and return you to “live” 
operation. 

If you want to look for specific text (i.e. “what the heck is 
the name of this person I’m talking (uh... TYPING ) to”) hold 
down the “ALT” key and the letter “F” at the same time. You 
will be prompted to enter the word or phrase you are looking 
for, and PaKet will dutifully search the flashback area and dis- 
play the text that contains what you wanted to see. Press ALT- 
F again to find the next time that word or phrase appeared in 
what you’ve received so far. 

Want to SAVE the flashback information? PaKet will let 
you do this too. Press ALT-W (hold down the ALT key while 
pressing the letter W) and you will be asked to move to the 
LAST line of information that you want to save. Use the PgDn 
key to move to the end of whatever it is you’re saving, and 
press the “enter” key. Presto...your information has been saved 
to your hard drive. 

If your TNC will let you have more than one connect at a 
time, then you’ll enjoy how paKet makes it relatively simple to 
manage your multiple QSO’s. 

Assuming you’ve set up your TNC properly FIRST (by 
setting USERS and MAXUSERS commands), and again as- 
suming you've configured PaKet properly for multiple connects 
when you first set it up, then it’s just a simple matter of hitting 
the right arrow or left arrow key on your keypad to change to 


another communications window and talk to whoever connected 
“there”. 

You’ll know when you have a new connect, because PaKet 
will tell you about it on-screen, and also ring your computer’s 
bell (unless you’ve told it not to). Pressing the right arrow key 
will take you to the first additional connection, pressing it again 
will take you to the next. 

Press the LEFT arrow key to go back “down” a window- 
at-a-time and get back to the poor soul you left waiting while 
you scampered off to talk to the new arrivals. How many con- 
nects can PaKet handle? As many as your TNC will allow. 

We mentioned this in last months column, but another 
handy command to remember is the “ALT-C” command. Press- 
ing this combination of keys will bring up a “connect window”, 
in which you can place the callsign (or name) of the station you 
want to connect to, and follow it with the digipeater or ROSE 
path that you use to get to that entity. 

Look at the bottom of the “connect window” to see how 
to insert, delete, or change the information you have entered 

Do you ever put your TNC in “KISS” mode, and then 
have a devil of a time getting it back OUT of “KISS” ?? You’ll 
be happy to know that PaKet makes this a snap. 

One clue to the fact that your TNC may be in “KISS” 
mode is that PaKet will complain that it can’t communicate 
with your TNC, with a “TNC not responding, abort, retry, ig- 
nore” warning. Choose “ignore” and then press ALT-K. PaKet 
will send the appropriate commands to your TNC to bring it 
out of “KISS” mode and return things to normal. NOTE: if the 
commands that PaKet sends to your TNC do NOT bring it out 
of KISS mode, they can be changed via the configuration file. 
HOWEVER, you'll have to do some digging in your TNC 
manual, and quite possibly some severe head scratching too, to 
figure out JUST WHAT your TNC demands to be rendered 
“NON-KISSABLE” (a whack to the case does NOT solve the 
problem). Unfortunately, most TNC manuals I’ve seen are not 
terrible clear on how to bring your TNC out of KISS (other 
than to power it off, remove a battery jumper, replace the jumper, 
and power it up again). 

Did you know that PaKet comes with it’s own built in 


_ Personal Message System (PMS)? This works very much like 


a real packet BBS. PaKet will allow you to send and receive 
mail and bulletins automatically, using the packet radio BBS 
network. 

To do this, you will have to contact the SYSOP of the 
packet BBS you use now, and request that he or she forward all 
personal mail to you. If you ask “real nice” this person might 
also forward SELECTED bulletins to your PaKet station too. 
Now you'll have the ability to read and packet mail and bulle- 
tins at YOUR convenience! 

A couple of warnings: Most packet BBS sysops will NOT 
forward mail and bulletins to personal systems unless those 
systems are on the air at LEAST 12 hours a day (some SYSOPS 
require you to be available 24 hours a day). SO...if you are not 
willing to leave your packet station up and running at least 12 
hours a day, then don’t get too deeply involved in using Paket’s 
PMS to link to your LAN BBS. 

The second warning? If you DO decide to take the plunge

What to Buy?, What to Buy? 


If you have read my articles in the 
past, you probably have figured that most 
of my discussions are about PC compat- 
ible computers (or PC’s for short). The 
Macintosh (a trademark of Apple Com- 
puter) is also a personal computer but we 
refer to them as MAC’s (to distinguish 
them from PC’s of course). I actually have 
quite a bit of experience with MAC’s and 
these articles are written ona MAC. Does 
this mean that I prefer one to another? 
Good Question! 

The MAC versus PC debate rages 
on where I work. There is no easy an- 
swer as many people have spent their hard 
earned money and invested much time 
learning a particular system. The argu- 
ments never decide a winner because the 
proponents are almost spiritually moti- 
vated. As a result, I have added com- 
puter choice (are you Pro MAC or Anti 
PC) to my list of undiscussables after poli- 
tics, religion, and my wife’s weight 
(Sorry, Honey). 

This month, I would like to pass 
along my opinions because I feel I have 
to answer a syndicated column written by 
Mike Royko and published on March 30, 
1995. This column, entitled “Macs Com- 
pute circles around PC’s” discusses 
Mike’s recent experience trying to con- 
figure a PC and then finally tossing it and 
getting a MAC instead. Mike states “Buy 
a MAC and you won’t go nuts...in less 
than an hour, it was unpacked, hooked 
up and running - color printer, modem 
and all.” Do I agree with Mike? Abso- 
lutely! In my experience with both sys- 
tems, the MAC, made by one company, 
comes out of the box ready to run. The 
PC’s made by everyone else, comes out 
in various stages of assembly and opera- 
tion (or lack thereof) depending on which 
one you buy. MAC’s are even better for 
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the business user because they are net- 
work ready right out of the box and have 
been since their inception. The new 
MAC’s are now even ethernet ready but 
even the earliest of MAC’s allow sharing 
of printers and modems through 
AppleTalk, a slower but very reliable of- 
fice network. PC’s are really just now 
getting their network act together. Net- 
works have been around for the PC’s for 
years, but they have always been difficult. 
Some companies actually hire a full time 
network system manager just to tweak 
their system. OS2, Windows 95, and NT 
are network ready but require an add-on 
card and the network still requires sig- 
nificant configuration. 

Now, after all these reasons why 
MAC’s are better than PC’s, why does 
the MAC command only 10% of the mar- 
ket? I believe it’s like the VHS - BETA 
argument when VCRs were just getting 
popular. My engineer friends would read 
every test report and analysis by the en- 
lightened consumer media and discover 
that, sure enough, BETA was better. How 
much better? Does it matter? If it’s bet- 
ter, then you buy it, right? Well, they still 
own their BETA decks. Some even keep 
a spot for it in their entertainment cen- 
ter, religiously dusting it off (no pun in- 
tended) so that it looks used. We all know 
better. The stack of Disney tapes on the 
TV and the worn out, peanut butter 
stained VHS deck (their third since they 
bought the BETA deck) attest to market 
choice. The fact is: the market decides 
who ultimately sells the most product and 
individual technical achievement is not 
necessarily the deciding factor. This 
battle was clearly won by the PC. There 
is more software, especially software we 
really use o1 a home computer on the PC. 
And, you still get more box for the buck. 

The case in point for the HAM com- 
puter user is apparent. There is some soft-

ware for the MAC’s but it pales in com- 
parison with the freeware and shareware 
that I can get for the PC. There are CD 
ROM’s with 100’s of Megabytes of soft- 
ware for PC’s: Satellite Trackers, Morse 
tutors, Logging programs, HAM call da- 
tabases, and so on. Most amateurs have 
PC’s and they slug it out with the quirks 
because they can ultimately get them to 
do what they want to do. 
So, I agree with Mike Royko. If 
you buy your computer to generate docu- . 
ments or crunch spreadsheets and maybe 
log into an on-line service like the 
Internet, then buy the MAC, you won’t 
be sorry. But if you also want to play 
games or download shareware for what- 
ever you do when you’re not working, you 
may find the PC a better buy. If your main 
problem is getting the system up and run- 
ning, then take the box back to the store. 
There are systems that come configured 
and ready to run just like the MAC.

Amateur Radio Role 
Sought In New 


Emergency Plan 


The ARRL has filed comments on 
FCC notices of proposed rule making con- 
cerning a proposed new Emergency Alert 
System (EAS) in FO Dockets 91-302 and 
91-171. 

The EAS proposal signals, the 
League said, the Commission’s intention 
to integrate broadcast alerting concepts 
into local and regional emergency re- 
sponse plans, and said that the Amateur 
Service is a logical partner in providing 
emergency information to the public. 

The League said that Amateur Ra- — 
dio has a history of providing emergency 
communication, through the Radio Ama- 
teur Civil Emergency Service (RACES) 
and the Amateur Radio Emergency Ser- 
vice (ARES). The ARRL said that while 
the Commission in its proposal had cited 
amateurs as an “auxiliary” entity in emer- 
gency communication operations, in fact 
the Amateur Service is a “principal” pro-

Study sees more ham bands 


A US government study concludes 
that amateurs could use 2180 additional 
kilohertz of spectrum in the future. The 
National Telecommunications and Infor- 
mation Administration (NTIA) reports 
this need in a just-released 10-year pro- 
jection of spectrum requirements for all 
licensed radio services. 


In June 1992 the ARRL responded | 


to an NTIA notice of inquiry with exten- 
sive comments (see January 1993 QST, 
page 82). Here are the 2,180 kilohertz 
cited in the NTIA report: 

30 to 50 MHz, 5 slots of 50 kHz 
each (250 kHz total); 160 to 190 kHz (30 
kHz); Near 5 MHz (50 kHz); Expansion 
of 10 MHz band (200 kHz); Expansion 
of 14 MHz band (50 kHz); Expansion of 
18 MHz band (150 kHz); Expansion of 
24 MHz band (150 kHz); 219 to 220 MHz 
(1000 kHz, already in process); Satellite 
downlink, 29.7 to 30.0 MHz (300 kHz). 

Here are excerpts from the NTIA 
study: 
“The amateur community 
commenters have suggested significant 


changes to the allocation table to accom- 


modate expanded amateur operations. 
Many of the suggested allocation revi- 
sions are reasonable.... 

“The amateur-satellite service will 
soon have a new generation of amateur 
satellites. in orbit that will use all fre-

vider of communication during disaster 
-relief and other emergencies. 

The League said that Amateur Ra- 
dio should be considered an available re- 
source at all levels of EAS organization— 
local and state. The League, the ARRL 
said, has for some time had memoranda 
of understanding with the American Na- 
tional Red Cross, the Salvation Army, the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), the National Communications 
System (NCS/DOD), the Associated Pub- 
lic Safety Communications Officers Inc 
(APCO), and the National Weather Ser- 
vice. 

The League suggested that EAS 
participants should be a part of overall 
emergency planning, not just emergency 
communication planning, and urged in- 
tegration of Amateur Radio (as well as 
other radio services) into that planning.

quency bands allocated to the amateur- 
satellite service from 29 MHz through 24 
GHz. For this reason, the retention of 
current allocations, additional amateur- 
satellite allocations, and the upgrading of 
certain current allocations is desirable. 

**Amateur requests for interna- 
tional reallocations would be appropriate 
issues for future World 
Radiocommunication Conferences 
(WRCs). Additional allocations at 160- 
190 kHz, and near 5 MHz will require 
technical studies to determine the avail- 
ability of these bands to support amateur 
use. 

**The expansion and upgrading of 
amateur allocations in the 10, 14, 18, and 
24 MHz bands are acceptable, but will 
depend on future decrease of require- 
ments for the aeronautical mobile or the 
fixed services internationally. The align- 
ment of the amateur 3.5 and 7 MHz bands 
worldwide will require the inclusion of 
these issues in U.S. preparations for fu- 
ture WRCs. 

**As noted; FCC rulemaking is in 
progress for amateur access to the 219- 
220 MHz band. The request for addi- 
tional narrow spectrum allocations be- 
tween 30 and 50 MHz for propagation 
experimentation (e.g., five, 50 kHz slots) 
will need to be studied for technical com- 
patibility.” 


Finally, the study said that ‘’any 
sharing of military radiolocation spec- 
trum (e.g., 430-440 MHz) with the ama- 
teur services on a co-primary basis in 
current Federal radiolocation bands is not 
feasible because of the potential loss of 
operational flexibility for military radar 
systems. Further, the expansion of use 
in the 902-928 MHz band by federal and 
non-federal users, including the operation 
of wind profiling radars, may make this 
band untenable for amateur operations in 
the future.”

Because 
of this and lessons learned from using 
particular frequencies during previous 
SAREX missions, the SAREX Working 
Group has made these changes for STS- 
71. The new frequencies were chosen 
after much deliberation to minimize in- 
terference between SAREX, Mir, and ter- 
restrial stations. 

Most SAREX operations are split 
frequency, with a downlink (astronauts 
transmitting to Earth stations) and an. 
uplink (Earth stations transmitting to as- 
Listen to the downlink and 
transmit only when the shuttle is in range 
and astronauts are on the air. 

Mir operations are simplex and re- 
main on 145.55 MHz. 

Before transmitting, listen to the 
SAREX uplink to avoid interfering with 
others, and listen for the astronauts’ in-. 
structions about frequencies they're us- 
ing. They won’t favor a specific uplink, 
and your ability to work them will be “the - 
luck of the draw.” 

If these special SAREX frequencies 
prove acceptable, they will be used for 
future docking missions. If you have com- 
ments, send them to AMSAT’s Frank | 
Bauer, KA3HDO, at his Callbook ad- 
dress, or to the ARRL Educational Ac- 
tivities Department. 

Please note that there is a strong 
chance that STS-70 will fly before STS- 
71; if so, STS-70 will use the regular 
SAREX frequencies.

U.S. grant to Ukraine 


Ukrainian Amateur Radio opera- 
tors will benefit from a 24,987 dollar 
grant from the US Agency for Interna- 
tional Development. 

The grant, from USAID through 
the Eurasia Foundation, was obtained by 
a proposal made by the Foundation for 
Amateur International Radio Service, a 
nonprofit public foundation founded in 
May 1991. FAIRS has charter groups in 
Ukraine, Guyana, Bangladesh, and Rus- 
sia. 

The grant will fund electronics 
hardware to extend APLINK coverage to 
Kiev from the Western Ukraine, with 
nodes also going to Hungary, the Czech 
Republic, and Poland. An Internet gate- 
way also is planned, as well as an addi- 


tional APLINK station and an FM re- 
peater in western Ukraine. 

Delivery of the equipment is ex- 
pected by early summer, and will include 
hardware for seven digipeater nodes, in- 
cluding terminal node controllers, radios, 
and antennas. About 35 Ukrainian ama- 
teurs have packet capability in the cur- 
rent APLINK system. 

The FAIRS grant proposal was 
written by Executive Director David 
Larsen, KK4WW, and European Direc- 
tor Victor Goncharsky, USSWE. 

A previous FAIRS project, training 
of prospective amateurs in Bangladesh, 
was described in September 1993 QST, 
on page 86.

ures are now available. Last month, this 
column reported that Florida Army 
MARS set new performance records for 
participation and traffic flow during an 
exercise period. Army MARS, as a 
whole, set new records as well. 

Army MARS showed a participa- 
tion by 2900 stations covering 2200 zip 
code 

locations. Florida Army MARS 
had a participation of 259 check-ins up 
from 184 in the December 1994 exercise 
and a traffic flow of 143 messages against 
68 in December. These messages in- 
cluded 36 EEI (Essential Elements of In- 
formation) messages. EEIs are the key- 
stones upon which effective emergency 
support could rely.

Chief Sutton’s message also men- 
tioned the families of the above listed 
personn el. The proviso remains, how- 
ever, that either the recipient or the sender 
must be a member of one of the above 
categories. No civilian to civilian traffic 
will be accepted. 

Chief Sutton attended a key con- 
ference that may have a profound effect 
on Army MARS and its future missions. 
The conference, held in Washington 
D.C., was sponsored by the Director of 
Military Support at which representatives 
of many federal agencies were heard. 
Several of the agencies on hand had al- 
ready interacted with Army MARS in 
emergency communications exercises and 
in dealing with real emergencies as they 
occurred. Those who have not yet inter- 
acted with us were very impressed by 
Chief Sutton’s presentation. All agen- 
cies left that conference knowing that 
Army MARS has capabilities that wou 
Id serve them well. 

Army MARS has emphasized 
emergency communications expertise and 
planning for several years. As all agen- 
cies are required to “downsize” in terms 
of financial support including Army 
MARS, the missions of Army MARS may 
well expand to meet the needs of the 
people of this country. 

Chief Sutton has said about the con- 
tinuous Army MARS efforts in emer- 
gency planning, “Putting this into per- 
spective for Army MARS, we obviously 
have been on the right track and our re- 
focus a few years ago towards disaster 
planning and exercises fits the Federal 
Response Plan like a glove.” —

League calls rules 


enforcement. “dismal” 
asks FCC for action in several cases 


The ARRL has told the FCC that its recent track record 
in Amateur Service rules enforcement has been “dismal.” 

In comments on an FCC proposal to adopt a standard- 
ized schedule of monetary forfeitures (fines) for rules viola- 
tions in all services, the League said that while there have been 
only a few cases in the Amateur Service where prompt enforce- 
ment action was needed “badly and quickly,” the necessary ac- 

_ tion did not take place “despite repeated (FCC) promises.” 

The FCC asked for input on all aspects of a Forfeiture 
Policy Statement that had been invalidated on procedural 
grounds in US circuit court last year. The Commission asked 
for input on the advisability of adopting a standardized forfei- 
ture schedule rather than using a case-by-case approach to set- 
ting fines. 

The ARRL said that the Commission has probably ar- 
rived at a reasonable forfeiture schedule but that administra- 
tion of the schedule is “the more pressing matter.” The League 
said that at issue were whether the fines were sufficient to (1) 
cause recipients not to violate a particular rule in the future, 

_and (2) deter others from violating the same rule. 

The ARRL said that the forfeiture proceeding (in CI 
Docket 95-6) should be far broader, to include a review of the 
overall effectiveness of monetary forfeitures as an enforcement 
tool, given that as presently used such forfeitures are often ei- 

_ ther ignored or contested. 

Ed. Note: An excerpt of the “Guidelines for Assessing 
FCC Forfeitures” extracted from the CI Docket No. 95-6 dated 
February 10, 1995 is included at the end of this article. 

The League said that in the few cases of amateur rules 
violations in recent years, FCC promises of action have gone 
unkept and the problems “persist visibly.” The ARRL suggested 
that forfeiture amounts for amateur rules violations be adhered 
to (instead of greatly reduced) and that collection efforts be 
carried through. 

‘The League said that in the past four or five years the 
Amateur Service has been “very much in need” of FCC assis- 
tance in a few specific, persistent enforcement cases, but that 
almost no assistance has been forthcoming. “The League’s rep- 
resentatives have repeatedly met,” the ARRL said, “with the 
commissioners and their staffs, the staff of the Compliance and

will merit the attention of every Army MARS member. Army

Information Bureau (CIB) at all levels, and before that with the 
Field Operations Bureau staff,” to seek assistance with a hand- 
ful of cases that were impossible to resolve cooperatively. 

The League cited amateurs’ long record of self-policing 
and said that in recent years, while the ranks of amateurs grew 
significantly, “it is remarkable how well the tradition of self- 
enforcement in the Service has been sustained.” 

The League said that over the past three years it has con- 
sistently sought action in two cases of “repeated, persistent 
malicious interference” and other rule violations. “Despite re- 
peated promises from numerous members of the CIB staff, the 
Commission has done absolutely nothing to address these two 
CaSeS- 2. i 

“The perception,” the League said, “in the minds of large 
numbers, perhaps the majority of active radio amateurs, due to 
the almost complete absence of any Commission enforcement 
presence, is that the Commission is a ‘paper tiger’ when it 
comes to enforcement of its own rules. 

“The irony of the situation is that it would take only a 
very few, occasional, but visible enforcement actions in the more 
egregious cases to promote significant compliance results. This 
has always been the case, and would be today, if there was any 
effort at deterrence on the Commission’s part.” 

The League went on to say that the FCC has not kept its 
part of an agreement between it, the FCC, and the Amateur 


_ Auxiliary (AA) program, by not using evidence gathered by 


AA volunteers in enforcement matters. Those volunteers have 
become demoralized as a result, the League said. 

The League said that the FCC is handicapped in its use 
of forfeitures as an enforcement tool because, while it can quickly 
assess a forfeiture, it has no ability to collect it. When a notice 
of apparent liability is issued, if the subject of the forfeiture 
does not respond or submit payment, the matter goes to the US 
Attorney General for collection. Red tape ensues and can 
lengthen the process into years. Even if a fine eventually is 
paid, there is no public information of the payment, thus there 
is no deterrent value to others. 

Asa result of these administrative roadblocks, the League 
said, the FCC is forced to choose enforcement actions care- 
fully, and there is a “widely held belief’ among its licensees, 
and not just Amateur Radio licensees, that it is highly unlikely 
that a civil action will ever be instituted to collect a forfeiture 
assessed by the FCC. 

The League cited as an example an ongoing case of ma- 
licious interference in the New Orleans area, involving Ama- 
teur Radio repeaters, where notices of forfeiture were issued to 
four amateur licensees two years ago and are still not collected. 
The ARRL said that the result has been that, since then, the 
interference problem has grown significantly in that area. 

The ARRL suggested that standardizing monetary for- 
feiture amounts — as the FCC has proposed — could be one 
solution. Another is following up with actual collection of the 
fines, perhaps through a procedure for private contractual col- 
lection of administrative forfeitures through civil litigation on 
behalf of the Commission.

Digital Ditherings - Continued from page 11 
and let PaKet and your station crank away full time, and have 
found a SYSOP who will forward personal mail and bulletins 
to you, then DON’T make the mistake of telling that person 
you want to receive bulletins on lots of different topics. .
